Russia expels U.S. diplomats 


Moscow ratchets up stakes in its tit-for-tat 
response for ex-spy’s poisoning in Britain.

MOSCOW - Russia will close 
the U.S. Consulate in St. Peters- 
burg and kick out 60 American 
diplomats in response to Mon- 
day’s coordinated expulsion 
of Russian diplomats from the 
United States and a number of 


other countries, Foreign Minis- 
ter Sergei Lavrov said Thursday. 

The move continues an 
ongoing escalation of tit-for- tat 
between Moscow and the West 
that began in early March with 
the alleged poisoning ofa former 
Russian double agent on Brit- 
ish soil with a Soviet-designed 
nerve agent. U.S. officials said 


Thursday that another round 
might be coming. 

“We reserve the right to 
respond,” State Department 
spokeswoman Heather Nau- 
ert said in Washington. “Rus- 
sia should not be acting like a 
victim,” she said, calling Mos- 
cow’s move “regrettable” and 
“unwarranted.” 

U.S. Ambassador Jon Hunts- 
man Jr. was summoned Thurs- 
day night tothe Foreign Ministry, 
where Deputy Foreign Minister 


Sergei Ryabkov informed him of 
Russia’s response. 

According toa Foreign Minis- 
try statement, 58 U.S. diplomats 
from the Moscow embassy and 
two from the consulate in Yekat- 
erinburg have been declared 
persona non grata. The United 
States expelled 60 Russians on 
Monday. The other U.S. consul- 
ate in Russia, in Vladivostok, 
will not be affected.

A Christian congregation in 
the Minneapolis Warehouse 
District found plenty of sympa- 
thy Thursday among some City 
Council members, who decided 
that a proposed topless bar was 
prohibited by a city law requir- 
ing sexually oriented establish- 
ments be 500 feet from places of 
religious assembly. 

Ifthe full council ratifies the 
6-0 vote of the Zoning and Plan- 
ning Committee, it will block 
downtown nightclub owner 
Peter Hafiz from moving for- 
ward with his plan to build a 
“Topless Tap House” at 415 Ist 
Av. N., formerly the Imperial 
Room. 

Hafiz isn’t giving up yet. 
If he’s thwarted by the City 
Council, he will take the dis- 
pute to the Minnesota Court of 
Appeals, said Dennis Johnson, 
the attorney representing Hafiz.

The Trump administration is 
expected to launch an effort in 
coming days to weaken green- 
house gas emissions and fuel 
economy standards for automo- 
biles, handing a victory to car 
manufacturers and giving them 
ammunition to potentially roll 
back standards worldwide. 

The move — which under- 
cuts one of President Barack 
Obama’s signature efforts to 


fight climate change — would 
also propel the Trump admin- 
istration toward a courtroom 
clash with California, which 
has vowed to stick with the 
stricter rules even if Washing- 
tonrolls back federal standards. 
That fight could end up creat- 
ing one set of rules for cars sold 
in California and the 12 states 
that follow its lead, and weaker 
rules for the rest of the states, in 
effect splitting the nation into 
two markets.

DFL decries $50M package 
for lacking gun restrictions.

School building security and 
mental health counseling are 
the best way to prevent school 
shootings in Minnesota, Repub- 
lican legislators said Thursday, 
as they presented a $50 million 
school safety package. 

It did not include one com- 
ponent their DFL counterparts 
view as essential: gun restric- 
tions. 

“This package will go a long 
ways to make sure we are doing 
everything we can to keep our 
children safe... There is no more 
important thing that we will do 
this session,” said Rep. Jenifer 
Loon, R-Eden Prairie, chair- 
woman of the House Education 
Finance Committee. 

The proposal built on DFL 
Gov. Mark Dayton’s $21 million 
school safety plan. Lawmakers 
and Dayton were spurred to 
act after the school shooting in 
Parkland, Fla., where 17 people 
were killed. 

Both plans use safe schools 
tax levy dollars to support 
school districts. Local school 
officials would be able to use 
that money for a variety of
